The 
governor was quoted as saying that the 
men could not live through the winter 
sn illy prepared to stand the weather as 
they were shown to be, and that they 
would have to be helped out.

Ottawa, July 22. — Mr. Laurier arrived 
here this afternoon from Montreal. He 

was preceded by an hour by Sir Richard 
Cart\yriglit, who baa been at Caledonia 
Springs since l'"riday. Sir Richard leaves 
for the West to-morrow night, and will 
not return to Ottawa until after bis re- 
election. 

Senator Mclnnes waa busy around the 
departments to-day. He says that Brit- 
ish Columbia ia determined to have a cab- 
inet minister; and the imiu-ession is that 
he expects the position liimself. I'^ast- 
ern jiiipers are full of comment on the 
campaign being carried on to secure a 
cabinet jiortfolio for Hritisb Columbia, 
An enthusiastic admirer of .Semitor Mc- 
lnnes writes to the Free Press on his bo- 
half, saying he is the unanimous choice 
of the Uritish Columbia Liberals. This, 
however, is contradicted by the fact that 
-Mr. Tern pieman is represented as still 
fondly hoping, while Mr. Morrison's 
friends are yet active. 

Mr. Martin left for home to-night, 
having it ia said given up hope of a port- 
folio. 

Fort Cudahy, Yukon district, has been 
created a customs jiort of entry and 
warehousing jiort.

TonoNTo.July 22.— (Special)— The Ot- 
tawa correspondent of the News wires 
that the two cabinet aspirants who are 
entrenched there to lay siege to Laurier 
were again disajipointed to-day. It is 
said the Liberal leader has been keeping 
away to allow their ardor to cool before 
be got within range. Botli Martin and 
Mclnnes are relentless in their determin- 
ation to have the portfolio. When Mr. 
fjHurier returns a proposal will bo made 
to him to divide the vacant dejiartment, 
making .Mclnnes Sujierintendent-t ien- 
oral of Indian .Mfairs and Martin Minis- 
ter of the Interior.

London, July 22. — At the wedding of 
the Princess Maud the Queen walked in- 
to the chapel leaning heavily on the arm 

of Prince Christian of Denmark and was 
conducted to a chair at the left of and 
facing the altar. Her Majesty was dress- 
ed in black silk and wore the ribbon of 
the Order of the Garter and other de- 
corations. A white lace veil surmounted 
with a diamond tiara covered her head. 

The Princess of Wales wore a gown of 
rich white silk with silver embroidery 
around the neck. Her hair was dressed 
in exciuisite taste and liberally set off 
with diamonds. The Duchess of 
Sjiarta wore a gown of white 
and silver brocade and a magnificent 
diamond tiara tijiped with white pearls. 
The trown worn by the Duchess of York 
was of white brocade silk, the bodice 
trimmed with Point d'Alencon lace. She 
also wore a tiara of diamonds and pearls. 
Mrs. Joseph Chauiberiain wore white 
satin, the bodice being almost veiled 
with white chi'Ton. 

All the guestB proceeded after the 
wedding to Marlborough liouee, where 
a reception was held. The streets 
through which they drove to the rail- 
way station were lined with entbuai- 
astic crowds. The city was illuminated 
to-night in honor of tbe wedding. 

The government were to-day defeated 
during the al)sence of a number of min- 
isterial membera at ttie royal wedding. 
It was on a motion od'ered bv Sir Henry 
Esmond, sujiported by the Irish mem- 
bers.

Great anxiety jirevailed in Victoria 
yesterday owing t<i the vague reports re- 
ceived of the destruction of miners' and 
mining property in different sections of 
Alberni district by the bush fires that 
fur (lava past have been raging on this 
end of the island. The televjraph poles 
having Ijeen biirncd lor a considerable 
dislaiico, it was no easy matter to obtain 
definite information on the subject, but 
during the afternoon the suspense was 
ifi a measure relieved by the receipt of 
the following mes.sagc from Alberni, 
wliich gives the lateat information avail- 
able at tbe time of its despatch : 

" The big bush fires on the Nanaimo 
road are still spreading and two and a 
half miles have already been burned 
over, the fire being now within three 
miles of the town. The telegraph works 
have been badly crippled, many poles 
being gone, and the small bridges and 
cribbing along the road have suffered to 
a considerable extent, while much valu- 
able standing timber has been destroyed. 
The tremendous fires on Mineral Hill 
are hourly becoming more alarming and 
at thia writing tfie dam on ttie Cataract 
is burning, with no water in the flume. 

"The Halfpenny sawmill on Cataract 
creek has been conipletely destroyed, 
a similar fate having befallen the assay 
oftices, blacksmith sbopand other build- 
ings on the Duke of Yoik, with over 
7U,OU0 feet of lumber. The lire is under 
control at this point, and the mining 
company will Ije washing in a couple of 
days. Anunlucky prospector of Sarot 
creek lost his blankets ami outfit, while 
away packing in suiiplies. Xo one can 
as yet estimato the amount of damage 
in this section." 

Private messages earlier in the day 
gave the unwelcome news that the fires 
had completely enveloped Mineral Hill, 
burning out several large camps as well 
as the extensive buildings of tbe Duke 
of York Company on China creek and 
seriously threatening the flume of that 
company. The families resident in the 
camp bad bard lighting to save their 
lives, and would have been unsuccessful 
even in this had not the flume been pre- 
served by boring and ])ii)ing. It all'orded 
safety to tbe women and children, they 
being kept under the piping and fre- 
quently drenched with water aa the heat 
became too intense. 

At last advices the Alberni fire had 
devastated about 15 siiuare miles ol 
heavily timbered country, and had given 
many of the resident miners and ranch- 
ers close calls for their lives. 

No special damage has been reported 
during the past few days along the line 
of the E & N. railway, on both sides of 
which the lires are still feeding on the 
timber, while the progress of the flames 
elsewhere in the province ia recorded in 
tbe Bulijoineil special dispatches ; 

WcsT.Mi.ss'rEi'., July 22. — Forest lirea 
are doing great damage alonj, the trat^k 
of the Great Northern railway biitween 
Whatcom and Goscben. The fencing 
and tres are on lire in several places and 
nianv barns have been luirned with their 
contents. Tiic Inisb lirea uii the river 
are very bad and it is feared that unless 
rain comes soon a large iiuantily of tim- 
ber will be destroyed. 

Nanaimo, July 22. — The buah fires in 
tbe neighborhood of Nanaimo though 
numerous are not nearly so serious as 
last year's. The destruction of the pit 
head. No. 2 shaft, East Wellington, with 
the surrounding cabins, has involved 
the greatest financial loss as yet rei)orte<l, 
the same being estimated at ;fSOO or 
^1,000. The Hamilton Powder Works 
are protected by a line ol water tanks', 
but as the fires are all extinguished now 
in that vicinity, the seriima situation of 
l.S'.l,") is not even remotely iiaralleled. A 
fire started by one careless person 
on the llarwood road consumed a 
large iiuantit,\- of props belong- 
ing to the N.V.C. Co., who have 
ofl'ered a reward of $100 fur the discovery 
of the ofl'onder. Mr. Jamea Wilson, 
superintendent of tolegrapha, is" at 
present inspecting tbe scene of the fires 
on Gabriola and Valdez islands, 

Duncan, June 22. — Bush fires are still 
prevailing in this district, and tbe air 
continues thick with smoke. The heat 
has moderated, however, running from 
70 to 78 inatead of tbe 90J of the last 
three weeks. 



ONLY A YARN. 



No Authority to Be Found for the Story 
That Sir John Proposed a Coalition. 

Toito.sTo, July 22— (Special)— The Ot- 
tawa correspondent of the Mail and Em- 
pire says : "Joseph Pope, biographer for 
Sir John Macdonald, is unable to con- 
firm the Btatoment made recently by the 
Globe correspondent to the ollect that in 
18111 Sir John proposed a coali- 
tion with David Mills. Others here, 
says the correspondent, discredit 
the story entirely. It probably 
grew out of the fact that in 1805 there 
were negotiations between Sir Macken- 
zie Bowell and Mr. Milh regarding tbe 
remedial bill. They were of course con- 
fidential, but it is asserted that Mr. 
Mills on that occasion temlered the gov- 
ernment his assistance and ,lieurty good 
wishcH in carrying out their policy of 
remedial U^gislation.

Marriage of Friueess Maiul of Wales 
to li'riuce Cbristiau of 
Denmark. 



Proecssiou to Buckiiifrhiiin I'iilace- 
The Brldo and Her Muiils— 



London, July 2-. — To-day the union of 
PriuccBB iMiuul of Widen and Prince 
ChriBtian Fiederiuk Cluirlea George 
WaMemar Axel, second son of the 
Crown Prince and Princess of Denmark 
and nephew q( the P'incesB of Wales, 
"rras sdlemnlzed at tlie chapel at Buek- 
ingliam pahico in the presence of Jler 
Majt'Kty till' (Jnri'u t>[ (ircat liritain and 
luany other members of the royal fani- 
iiies, many court ditrnitariea and repre- 
eentntives of notabilities. 

The ceremony took place at. 12 :20 p.m. 
With the fX('cj)tiyn ot St. Jametj street 
and a few iiousea in Pall Mall and I'icca- 
dilly, the decorations were poor. Inside 
Marlborough House grounda and at 
Pall Mall corner, the Prince of VValea 
had erected a stand for those of b m 
1 riends who were unable to get to the 
))alaee. Carleton club house was hand- 
somely decdrateil, and tlie lamp 
were triiiuncd ami gariandecl with 
whitli llowi'iH. I )evon.'^hiru House in 
Piccadilly was dec()raled willi llaj;s 
looped with scarlet cloth on the front 
wall. Tlie huii.-^e of Baroness Uurdett- 
Coutts had a lilieral dis])l:iy of scarlet 
cloth aloii}: it.s balconies. There were 
very pretty ell'ects at I'iccadilly and I'all 
Mall. All the laini) posts bore huge 
baskets of pcarlel and white llowei-.-;. 
There weri' also disjilayed Hags of all 
nations. (Jrowiis bej;an to assemble in 
the atruets at a ver^- early Jiour, and all 
points of viuitiiKe along the route, from 
Marlborough House to Buckint^hani Pal- 
ace, were quickly pre-empted. Tlie 
Streets were kept clear for the royal pro- 
cession by Coldstream and Sects guards, 
a party of the First Life Guards being 
stationed at intervals all along the route. 

Then the Prince of Wales and her sec- 
ond daugliler, Princess Victoria, accom- 
panied by the Diiku and niichess of 
Sparta, Prince Niidiolas of Greece and a 
large suite, emerged from Marlborough 
Ilouae amidst much applause. The party 
was escorli'il by a captain's escort of 
Life Guard-. .-Vt 12:10 o'clock the 
Prince of Wales, with the bride, his 
daughter, and ladies aud i;eiitlemen in 
attendance, an>l the captain's escort of 
Life Ciuard.s, started for the palace. As 
they emerged from Marlboruugh llou.-e 
grounds they were greeted with most en- 
thusiastic cheers. 

On arriving at Buckingham Palace 
the bride's party were received by the 
Lord Chamberlaiu and conducted to the 
library, wliere the bridestuaidH and the 
Duke and Duchess of York were wait- 
ing to meet them.

JAMESON'S RAID.. 

> U Khodes' Conduct Declared Not to 
be Consistent With His Duty 
as Pi%mier. 

CapI'Town, .Inly 21. — The si^lect (Mini- 
niittecof the licmsi!of assembly appoint- 
ed to im]ijire into the <'oiiimis:'iiin of the 
.laiiieson raid has re;iorleil that Gecil 
lihodes was fully ac.quainleil with the 
preiiarations for the raid and that .Al- 
fred Heit, director iu the South 
Afrii'a Company; Dr. .lanii'son, the 
adiiiiii'strator for the coinpaiiv in Jvlioil- 
esta; aud Dr. Putberford Harris, sec- 
retary for the conipa}iy at Capetown, 
were active proniolt!r.s ul the raid. K 
also iinds that Or. Jameson personally 
obtained from .lohannesburg a letter of 
invitation for his raiders to come fully 
a month before the osteosible date. 
There was no evidence adduced to show 
that Ce<;il Rhodes intended that the 
Pitsani force should invade the Trans- 
vaal uninvited, hut there was an absence 
of any peremptory command from Mr. 
RIkmIcb to prevent the raid. .Mr. Rhodes 
and Dr. Harris drafted a ttdegrani con- 
taining sui'h a command, lint it was not 
dispalirlied, not even the wires (lUit by 
Dr. .lanieson's orders) were restored. 
The cominillee, therefore, cannot acquit 
Mr. tA'cil Khodes of re.sponsibiliiy. 

The report of the select committee 
concludes with an expression of reuret 
that (?ecil Khodes did not attend the 
committee's aioeting to give evidence. 
The committee is therefore forced to the 
conclusion that this conduct was not 
consistent with the duty of a Oape 
premier.

A Cupt.Tin, His Wife and tlie Second R'ate

Hai,ii-a.\. N. S. July 21— The Am- 
erican ship Herbert Fuller, from lioston 
to Buenos Avrca, arrived veaterday.

It doea a people t;ooci Bometimes to en 
denvor to aee themselves as others see 
them. One way to do ibis is to study 
carefully what intelligent and unbiassed 
strangers say about them luid tlieir way 
of deiiliiif; with iiuitters of piiblii; intfr 
eat. Tlic Hlraii;;er is s^'cncnilly fri>ij froii: 
thu |)ri'judit:ea niU-1 predilectioiia tlmt in 
(iueiice the conduct nnd bins the judu 
nienl of the native. He is apt to see 
things as they are and to speak of theiu 
aa lie finds tlieui with at least some de- 
^roti of iint)artiality. 

Tlie Manitolia scliool (|Uoati(>ii Iiuh 
late yeiir.s occupieil nujcli uf tiio atti'ii- 
tion of tlio jjL'ople of tliis I )oiiiin . 
Many of them have earneally tried to 
arrive at conclusions with regttrd to it 
fair to all the parties concerned 
Othera have from the first looke.l at it 
from a fiarty or a (.li'iioiii inatii iinl 
point of view. Tlrey have not lri(Mi to 
disciisa the (lui'stion on its merit;^, but 
lirtve examined it rather for the purpose 
of discovering facts and constructintr ar- 
gumen.ts which will atibstantiate and up- 
hold a foregone conclusion. They liav 
studied the subject not to arrive at the 
truth but to find evidence and arnu- 
nientH to sliow that tlie ojuiiion tl!e\ 
have formed is the ri^hl one. tsomo per^ 
sons do thig unconsciously; they are na 
turally one-aided and can see and iippre 
ciate the testimony only that tells for 
their own side. Others, again, are ad 
vocateg and special pleaders who want 
to make out their own case and nothinj; 
else. The intellij^ent stranger who hears 
of the dispute is anxious to know 
only of its merits and, at first at 
any rate, he reads carefully all that 
has been said on both sides, and at- 
taches to tlio evidence addm;e(l and the 
arf;nraents advanced tlie weight that is, 
in Ins opinion, really their due. 

Such a stranger as tliir-; has e.Kaniiiied 
the Munitoba school question, and lias 
set forth the conclueions at which he has 
arrived, as well as the grounds of those 
conclusions, in the July number of the 
Ninoteenth Century. His name is T. 
Down. The openinir i)ara^raph of hii 
article will not he at all iialatable to a 
lar^e number of Caiuuiians who belicvt 
that they have iiKiiiired honestly into 
the (piestion and decided on it fairly. 
He says: 

The history of the past sis years 
of Protestant dooiinatioa in Mani- 
toba alibrds such a display of tyranny 

and oppression as would seem at 
the present time to he incredible. 
The treatment of the iiotaan Catliulics 
by which they are wliolly deprived of 
the enjoyment of Lheir ri),'lils in the edu- 
cation of their children .secured to iheiu 
by the constitution, comes as iu>ar to 
jicrHeculion as can \V(dl be conceived in 
lliese <iays of i)oaHted toleration and en- 
lii;lileniiicnt. It is a i^iiinuliir fact that 
int()leranc(! in matters <jf ieli[iioii should 
be cxIiilMted and carried into practical 
etl'ect by Protestants in a liritish colony 
while acts of persecution com monly su))- 
posed to be peculiar to ItDniuu Catholics 
are now never heard of. The phenome- 
non is one well worthy of the considera- 
tion of ultra Protestants in this coun- 
try. 

There are thousauils of I'anadians who 
will emphatically deny thai tliero nro 
any grounds for this very serious accusa- 
tion. Hut that it can be made with 
even the appearance of truth by an 
evidently intelligent man, in a highly 
respectable periodical, should cause Can- 
adians who have the credit of their 
country at lieart to exaniinethe evidence 
aildaced to subsitantiatt! it, most care- 
fully. The writer is not oiu; of those 
who deals in Htron;; aHs(^rtions without 
takini: any trouble to show tliat they arc 
true, lie tries to make good what he 
says, by facts and arguments. He gives 
a history of the Manitoba school difh- 
culty. He sets forth the nature 
of the trnevance of the niiaority and tells 
biL reailers what has been done to rem 
edy it. We have the whole story of the 
appeal to the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, the remedial order and 
the reply that was given to it by the 
Government of Manitoba. 

" Here then," says Mr. Down, "we 
have the spectacle of a Liberal Gov- 
ernment 8npi)orted by a strong Protwi- 
tant community, refusing the enjoy- 
ment of their rights to a iioman Cath- 
olic minority, although those rights are 
specially reserved to t hem in the Coii- 
stitulion of tlio jjrovince and distinctly 
defined by the highest court of the Kni- 
pire. Moreover, since t!ie Acts of ISDO 
that Covcrnnieiit has becii twice re- 
turned to power by the province with a 
majority of ii to 1, the second time being 
as late as the 7lli of January, IBOti, so 
that their position ia impregnable and 
they can aUbrd to defy the federal power. 
They give us at once an example of Pro- 
testant liberality and a practical lesson 
in Homo Rule. 

It is the reverse of pleasant to see the 
Proteptante of any part of Canada accus- 
,«fd^of Jlliberallty, for.on the whole, what- 
ever may be said of the conduct of the 



Protestants of Manitoba they "are the 

very reverse of illiberal. In provinces 
where the Catholics have no peculiar 
rights in the matter of education guar- 
anteed them by the Constitution the 
Protestant majorities have voluntarily 
extended to their Roman Catholic fel- 
low citizen's nearly all that the minority 
of Manitoba claim. In New Brunswick, 
in Nova Scotia and in Prince 
Edward Island the Catholic 
minorities do not complain of injustice 
in the matter of education, and we be- 
lieve that if it were not for politicians of 
the Martin stripe, who are not particu- 
larly remarkable for their zeal in the 
cause of religion, the Protestants of 
Manitoba would without coercion 
of any kind long ere this have 
settled their education difiicalty 
in a way that would be satisfac- 
tory to all concerned. It must not be 
forgotten, too, that in the great proviucea 
of Ontario and Quebec the provisions of 
the constitution as regards education 
are fully respected, floine Rule has not 
in those provinces acted prejudicially to 
tlie interests and rights of the minority. 
Mr. Down gives the late Douiinioti 
( ''ovcrnment full credit for what it has 
done to secure to the denominational 
minority of Manitoba its rights under 
the constitution. He says: "The Do- 
minion (ioverninent arc to be congratu- 
lated on havinn sti'adfastlv followed the 
straiglil line uf duty — justice to the 
minority under the constitution." Vir- 
tue in their case, however, must be its 
own reward. 

CONtiER VA Tl YE CM .Y.l DA . 

The silver agitation in the United 
folates, and ttie triumph of the silver 
men in Chicago, are having an effect 
adverse to tlie United States among 
British investors. They are beginning 
to see that it will be hardly safe after 
this to put money in American enter- 
Iiiises. They find that It is impossible 
to tell when .•\iiierican electors may 
cause such a <'harige to he made in the 
I'uriency of thei r country as will make 
riiiletl Stales invealmeuts valueless. 
Cautious Brilisli capitalists liave no 
notion of leaving their property at the 
mercy of financial cranks and unprin- 
cipled demagogues. The capricious mob 
who selected Bryan as a nominee for the 
Presidency may any day take it into 
their heads to favor a measure that will 
lej;aliice thu confiscation of property 
liitherto looked upon aa secure from 
sudden and violent changes. 

In view of vrhat is going on in the 
United States, the Toronto Mall and 
ICmpire directs attention to Canada aa 
a country in which investments will be 
safe aa well as profitable. It ?ays; 

It is now proper ;iiiil timely to invite 
the attention of British cajiitulists to 
the advantages of Canada as a lieid for 
invcsliiient. In their jiresent mood 
they may not be averse to look- 
ing over our national prospectus 
and examining the substantial guar- 
antees we otier for a fair return of 
their money, There is no doubt they 
an; now looking around for some new 
realm to exploit. They could jnil a 
tremendous fund at the Service of any 
country whose securities and prosjiccts 
are satisfactory. In the Bank o( V.i>ii- 
land nearly ifaOO ,000,000 lies to the credit 
of private depositors who are receivinj; 
only 1 '.J to 2 jier cent, for it. They 
would jrladly have it invested in some 
trustworthy enterjjriso that would pay 
them better. This three hundred mil- 
lions ia ImU a small part of thiiir re- 
sources. They have several liiiie.-i that 
anioiint iiivesl(Ml in the I'nitcd .States, 
wliciice thev would now gbully with- 
draw it if they could get it out whole. 
.•\iid (hiring the next four months a large 
amount of it will be withdrawn, no niat- 
t(;r what the loss. Already British hold- 
ers of I'nited States securities are sell- 
ing them quietly and turning them 
into money. Some large shipments of 
gold have gone forM'ard from New 
Vork to London since it became 
clear that the silverites had cai>- 
turcd the Democratic convention, 'i'hc 
gold reserve, kept in llie t'liited .Slates 
Trcasuivasa redeiii ptioii funii, has l)i;en 
drawn on for most of ttiese sliipriienls, 
and it lia,'- fallen below the idOO,OUU,OOU 
tliat lias always been regarded as the 
statutory limit and the higli-waler mark 
of conlidence. .So far this selling of 
American securities and drawing of t,'olil 
by British investors has gone on without 
excitement, but it is likely to grow in 
volume as tUe presidential campain pro- 
ceeds, For, though the chances in favor 
of a Republican victory are fair, the 
Knglish holders of American issues want 
to he on the safe side. .M.iny of them 
will want to have their nioiicv out of 
till? riiited StatoH b(dorc tlu; i-l-cticjiis, 
if the silver party iviu, all tlicir dol- 
lars will bei^onio half didhirs. Sowlm- 
ever leads at I be polls the stock of j^old 
liehl in the .Mother Country is likely |c^ 
b(! vcij' greatly increased betw-'cn I'low 
and .N'nvunil)er, anil the proldciii oi 
wiiat to do will become a still more 
pressing one for the capitalist class 
there. 

Canada presents a rich and jirofitable 
as well as a etaljle Held of investment for 
British capitil. Discoveries are being 
made every day which are going a great 
way to convince men of experience and 
intelligence that there ia in British Col- 
umbia an unlimited store of precious 
metals and tiiat it contains vast 
deposits of other minerals of great value 
awaiting development. ICaatern Can- 
ada, too, is in great part undeveloped. 
The millions of British capital lying 
idle, or almost idle, in the Old Country 
will, if judiciously employed in this Do- 
minion, yield a generous return to its 
owners. This country, too, is inhabited 
by a highly conservative people, who are 
too cautious and too intelligent to enter- 
tain tlie wild echemea and the unsound 
theories that are so readily and so en- 
thusiastically adopted by our neighbors 
to the South, who have of late become 
wonderfully mercurial. We believe,that 
when British capitalista have tiirnqd 



their attention to Oana&'a^as Ifiey are 

beginning to do — they will find both in 
the resources of the country and the 
character of its inhabitants strong in- 
ducements to invest their money in de- 
veloping its vast and-yaVied resources. 




FRENCH AND ENOLTSH. 

There are some French Canadians who 
arc talking about Independence and a 
French Republic on this side of the At- 
lantic. So there were a little while ago 
— and are now, for aught we know to the 
contrary — a few English-speaking Cana- 
dians who wished their country to join 
the United States. But the French Ite- 
puhlicana and the English Annexation- 
ists have very little influence indeed. 
The peoi)le of Canada, French and Eng- 
lish-speak inn, are becoming more 
and more (irmly attached to Great 
Britaiii. They know that there 
are few peoples, from a j)oliti- 
cal pointof view, better oil' than theyare. 
They have perfect self-government. The 
tie that hinds them to Great Britain is 
softer than velvet. So far from galling 
them its touch, when it is felt, which is 
very seldom, is pieasant; so much so 
that not a few Canadians greatly desire 
to «ee it tighleiied. Let, then, the He- 
publicaiiH and the Annexationists— if 
there are any — rave. A great deal more 
barm will be done by attaching import- 
ance to their sayings and doings than by 
ignoring their existence, for leally they 
are to all intents and |nirposes non-uxis- 
tciit. If it amuses .Mr. Bcaugrand, the 
editgrolLa I'atrie, now and then to 
pose as a Uepublican and to speak disre- 
spectfully of British statesmen, it 
hurts no one. He has not been and 
never will heu heavy weight imlitically 
socially or jouriialislically. Intelligent 
French-Canadians knnw that they are 
very well oil' under British rule, greatly 
betterofi than if tlicir country was a de- 
pendency of France, or an independent 
French liepublie, or oven a State of tlie 
A m erican Union.A nd they ought to know, 
if they do not, that their intercourse 
with their English-speaking fellow-sub 
jects is a help rather than a hindrance 
to them. Both Englisli-Cauadians and 
Kreiich-Canad ians should know that it 
is to the interest of both races that there 
should be the best understanding be- 
tween them, and he is not only an en- 
emy of Canada, but a mischievous fool, 
who tries to create discord and make 
luicliief between them.

Wtieat Not Encouraging— Heavy Sliipments 
of Cattle Looked Forward to — 
Winnipeij's Exliibilion. 

WiNNii'Kc, ,Jiily 22. (Special) — The 

Nor'-Wester editorially discussing the 
Manitoba crop situation to-night says: 
" The latest reports are not encouraging 
as to the condition of the wheat crop. 
There is less acreage in wheat this year 
than last, as a result of Ihe fact that the 
o was so heavy in 18!)."), and it took so 
long to handle it that the fall ])lo\ving 
could not be linished, and the 
spring has been so wet that farm ojiera- 
tions have also been aeriously retarded. 
The smaller acreage ia ixissibly not the 
moat serious matter, however, with the 
wheat crop. The constant rains during 
the spring, it seems, w ill likely all'ect 
the quality I a considerable percentage 
of the crop now showing the appearance 
of rust so that it is quite evident that 
the crop will not only be smaller, but 
will not average as well as last year 
either in (juality or in quantity to the 
acre. Last year's crop, however, was 
plienomenali'and the Manitoba fanner 
can stand a considerable falling off Irom 
last year's return and still do well. 

" it is gratilyiiig to note that more 
cattle were sbijiped from Manitoba last 
year than ever before, and that there will 
probably bo large shipments also this 
year, so that farmers who do not suc- 
ceed in raising as much wheat or wheat 
of BO good a quality will not feel the loss 
(d the crop BO keenly as in previous 
years, where they had nothing to deiiond 
upon except wheat. As a matter ot fact 
the Northwest farmer is learning to ap- 
preciate the wisdom of the old saw, that 
It is better not to i)Ut all the eggs in one 
basket, and that mixed farming is much 
safer and more profitable."

fraud and revolted with curses against tin! 
kings. It was not wilhoul justice thai 
Dante made a place for these in hi.s In 
ferno. ' 

The world of to-day witnesses other ways, 
more reliiied. more subtle in apjiearanre, 
hilt not less shameless and Dcrnicious. T he 
most widely adopted, as ii'i most of Hie 
Soiilli African count ries and in a nunibcr 
of HiosiMif Southern lOiirope, consists in 
re|ilaciiig metallic money by notes w liieli 
the slate issues, or causes to" be issued, in 
arbitrary amounts. That is talsifving 
money— there is only a dillerenee" <if 
method between it and that of the Middle 
Ages. The credit of states adopting it i.s 
injured, their public funds are depreciated. 
.N'o one hasany conlidence in the engiige- 
menls they make; no long contracts can he 
iimde Willi their |ieo|ile; or, at best, niiiiute 
and often useless iiiecaiilioiis musl lie 
taken wdiieh render operations very riskv.

A Conference of Religious Bodies 
on the Much Diacassed 
Subject. 



One of the most interesting debates 
that has yet urLse'i in tlio history of the 
Anglican synod of tliis i)roviiiee was that 
of yesterday haviiiu lur its test tiio 
reconmieniliitlon (if tlio executive coui- 
mitlee lodciiig to the iiitroduetioii of 
Teligioua instruction aa part oi the ciir- 
ricalum of the publiu schools. The 
subject is one that has for 22 years past 
comQianded the most eanieat attention 
of His Lunlsliii) the Ilislio]), whose \-i«\va 
W(!ri! Iji-ii'lly oiillineil in liis address to 
the synod piihlirilicd yesterday. It was. 
however, presented for cDiisidenit ion in 
the form of tlie foliowiiij,' resolution : 

" That whereaa the eoniinitu'e on edu- 
cation appointed at tlio Synod of llritinli 
Columbia, held in IH'J"), fetd that the 
omitisioii of reliuiuus inytriietion in the 
education aysteuiof the piiblie and high 
schools of Jiritiah Columbia is u matter 
to be universally deplored in a Uliri.'-i laii 
eoninuiiiity, and likely to he proilnrtive 
of serums results by eliiiduatinj; from 
odueatioii the liiuliost iuid lio.--t uround 
of moral traiiiini;; ami wlii'ri'O.-; ni lliin 
matter Hriti."li Uoluiubiu is idaccd ;it a 
diaadvaiitaf^f in coiiip;iri.sou with her 
sister iiroviiii'ea tliiouglioiU llio Doniiii- 
ioii of Canada; thcrelore tlii-y rei-om- 
inend thai I lie foll(iwii;i; hi' adoiited as 
the recpiired eoiirsi; ni iiiBtructioii 
throngliunt the said schools; That 
overy school be daily opened and 
closed with pniyer, includin;^ the 
Ijurd'a I'rayOr ; lliut a portion or 
• portions of the Bible be read daily 
without comment, that the pupils be 
taught to recite the Ten Commandments 
and the Apostles' Greed, and that a 
committee be formed for the puroose of 
approaching the representativeB of other 
rahgious bodies with a view of confer- 
ring with them upon a common basia of 
action." 

Tlie spirit uf tliia resolution wna gen- 
erally apjiroved, bat the phrasing was 
held by several of the dulepites to be 
both impolitic iind inexpedient. It was 
pointed out by tliem that if a conference 
with (Jtlier denominations was con- 
templated, it would be better to 
allow such conference to decide 
what; should constitute the relij,'ioua 
instruction for the schools — while at the 
same time others of the deK'<;atcg ])re- 
aent felt that the use of tlie word 
" creed "' would in itself excite the bitter 
lioutility of those opposed toreligious in- 
Btruetion in public educational institu- 
tions. A coinproniise was the best that 
could possibly Jjo obtained at the pre- 
sent time, it was contended, and e^en 
the small measure of religious instruc- 
tion in the schools secured but through 
the hearty co-operation of all denomin- 
ations. 

As au outcome of the discussion and 
after two iiuiendments had been sacri- 
ficed, the one proposiiiif; to do nothiii^; 
more than to orovidc for a (Hiiiforence of 
reli>;iou«. l.r;)dies — tlie resniutioii was 
atiiendi'd and adopted in tin; loUuwini; 
form ; 

"ThaL whereas the cominitteo on <'ilii- 
eation ap|)ointe(l at the synod of British 
Oohiinliia in 1S1I5 irel ili.it the omiaaion 
of reliuious instruction in the educa- 
tional system of the public atad hv^\i 
ai:hool8 of British Columbia is a matter 
In be univerpally deplored in ii 
Christian community, and liljely 
to be protl active of serious r':'- 
sults by eliminating from education 
the highest and best ground of moral 
training; and whereas in this matter 
British Columbia is placed at a disad- 
vantaf^e in (•i>mparison wftli her sister 
province.^ tlirou;iliout the Doniinioi'. nf 
Canada; therefore they rccoiiiinend that 
a coiiiinil ti'o 1 le formed lor the j)ur|)i)se 
of appro;ichin;.; the representative J of 
other religious bodies with a view of 
eonferriny with them upon a comiiion 
basis of action ; anil that the following; be 
recommended , as a l.iiisis oi conference, 
as tlie course of reliuiiius jiistraction 
throui;lii3nt the said si'bools: That es-ery 
school be liaily openetl and closed with 
prayer, including the Lord's Prayer; 
that a [Mruou or portions of the 
Bible be read daily without comment; 
and that the pupils be taught to recite 
the Ten Commaudmenta and the 
Apostles' Creed." 

Anotlier very important subject dealt 
with yesterday was that of tlie advis- 
ability of chaiif,Mrii; tlu^ liiiaiicial system 
of the idinreliea throu[,'liout tluMliucese — 
by adoptiiii? the tiueboc svstciii of ad- 
niir ::-t-.M-i!ijc dioeesai) miHsinn funds and 
paying' the naliirieH of all the clcrsiy 
ila'ect from the centre, instead uf — as in 
till; past in this province — j)artly from 
till" conixri'Ltat ioiiH iiiiil i)artly from the 
I'LMitre. i'iio yiiebec plan was linally 
iiccepted and various details determined 
lor the carryiiif,' of it into eH'cet.
